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PART  1. 

SICKNESS  AND  MORTALITY. 

During  the  thirty-one  weeks  ending  December  31st,  1433  births  and  773 
deaths  were  registered  as  having  occurred  within  the  Borough.*  The  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  being  618. 

Of  the  deaths  405  were  males  and  368  females. 

Population. — The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  of  South  Shields, 
for  the  year  1879,  was  62,000  ;  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  for  the  twelve 
months  brings  it  to  63,000,  which  is  the  estimate  I  use  for  the  purpose  of  this 
report. 

Births. — The  birth-rate  is  equal  to  37*7  per  1000,  the  birtji  Eate  for  the 
year  being  38,  the  rate  for  1879  being  35*8  per  1000. 

Deaths. — The  773  deaths  represent  a  death  rate  of  20*7  per  1000  persons 
living,  the  death-rate  for  1879  being  19*6  per  1000.

Seasons. — Of  the  773  deaths  322  occurred  during  the  third  quarter  of  the 
year,  being  a  death-rate  of  20*3,  against  17*2  for  the  previous  year,  this  ex¬ 
cessive  mortality  was  due  to  the  fatality  of  infantile  diarrhoea.  287  deaths 
occurred  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  representing  a  death-rate  of 
17*8,  against  20*0  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the  previous  year. 
(Meteorological  Table.)

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Localities. — In  looking  over  the  Appendices  it  will  be  observed  that  in 
Districts  1,  2,  and  3,  there  is  an  excessive  death-rate,  and  on  farther  analysis 
it  is  found  that  the  mortality  is  highest  in  those  streets  which  are  compara¬ 
tively  new.  This  is,  in  my  opinion,  due  to  the  defective  manner  in  which  the 
houses  are  built,  also,  to  many  of  them  being  built  on  made  ground,  composed, 
in  many  cases,  of  ashes  and  every  description  of  refuse,  no  care  at  all  being 
taken  in  properly  preparing  the  foundations  of  the  houses. 

South  Shields  having  a  subsoil  of  clay,  this  evil  is  greatly  enhanced  wdien 
such  rubbish  is  tipped,  as  is  often  the  case,  into  an  old  undrained  clay-pond 
or  hollow,  the  ground  so  formed  being  immediately  after  used  for  building 
sites,  damp  and  unhealthy  houses  being  the  result. 

Ages.- — The  773  deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  include  248 
under  one  year  of  age,  or  32*1  per  cent,  of  deaths;  15,  or  19‘5  per  cent., 
between  1  and  5  years ;  45,  or  6  per  cent.,  between  5  and  15  years ;  39,  or  5 
per  cent.,  between  15  and  25  ;  163,  or  21T  per  cent.,  between  25  and  60 
years  ;  and  127,  or  16*4  per  cent.,  above  60. 

Of  the  248  deaths  under  1  year  78  were  due  to  debility,  20  to  convulsions, 
27  to  bronchitis,  6  to  tuberculosis,  12  to  zymotic  diseases,  and  2  to  congenital 
syphilis. 

ZyjVIOTic  Diseases. — The  following  table  shows  the  mortality  from  the  7 
principal  zymotic  diseases,  representing  a  death  rate  of  3’5  per  1000.

Of  the  zymotic  diseases  diarrhoea  has  been  by  far  the  most  prevalent,  65 
deaths  having  occurred  from  this  disease  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  ; 
the  excessive  mortality  being  partly  due  to  the  high  temperature  of  these 
months,  and  partly  attributable  to  other  causes. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  weekly  record  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  in  the 
third  quarter,  and  the  various  concurrent  meteorological  conditions.

Scarlet  fever,  measles,  and  whooping  cough  show  a  marked  diminution  in 
that  of  the  corresponding  quarters  of  the  previous  year. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  from  either  diphtheria  or  typhus  fever. 

Inflammatory  Diseases  OF  the  Respiratory  Organs. — 119  deaths  oc¬ 
curred  under  this  heading,  of  which  27  were  under  one  year.  Mortality  rate 
3T  per  1000. 

Tubercular  Diseases. — Phthisis,  or  consumption,  caused  54  deaths.  Mor¬ 
tality  rate,  1’4  per  1000. 

Debility,  or  Atrophy. — 78  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  among 
infants  under  one  year  of  age,  representing  a  death-rate  of  2-05  per  1000,  or 
31  per  cent  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes  at  this  age. 

Heart  Disease. — 30  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease,  representing  a 
death-rate  *04,  against  DO  of  the  previous  year. 


PART  II. 


ACTION  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF  DISEASES. 


Small-Pox. — One  case  of  confluent  small-pox  came  under  my  notice. 

A  seaman  having  contracted  the  disease  on  board  of  his  vessel,  lived  in  a 
tenemented  house,  in  a  densely  populated  part  of  the  town,  for  a  few  days, 
while  suffering  from  this  disease.  His  medical  attendant  being  called  in, 
promptly  reported  it  to  me.  The  man  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Infectious 
Hospital,  the  bedding  destroyed,  and  the  house  thoroughly  disinfected,  which 
effectually  prevented  the  disease  from  spreading. 

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  has  twice  during  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters  of  the  year  threatened  to  assume  the  form  of  an  epidemic.  During 
the  first  month  after  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  to  this  Borough, 
between  20  and  30  cases  were  reported  to  me  by  various  medical  men  of  the 
town,  nearly  all  of  them  being  in  No.  3  District.  The  first  of  the  cases  I 
found  had  been  attending  a  school  in  another  part  of  the  town,  where  I  found 
a  child  convalescent  from  this  disease  mixing  with  the  rest  of  the  children. 
By  removing  one  or  two  of  the  worst  cases  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  and  keeping 
the  rest  under  surveillance,  and  enforcing  isolation  and  disinfection,  the 
disease  was  kept  under  control. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Eight  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  from  this 
disease.  One  was  that  of  a  seaman  who  was  brought  ashore  suffering  from 
the  fever.  Two  others  occurred  in  a  tenemented  house,  several  of  the  inmates 
of  which,  I  found,  had  suffered  from  the  disease,  the  source  of  the  outbreak 
being  distinctly  traceable  to  the  fact,  that  a  young  lad  residing  in  the  house, 
while  in  the  country  during  the  hot  summer  months,  had  drank  freely  foul 
water  in  a  stagnant  ditch — typhoid  in  due  course  showing  itself  in  him  ;  and, 
owing  no  doubt  to  prompt  means  not  being  taken  to  secure  thorough  isolation 
and  disinfection,  this  disease  spread  to  the  other  inmates. 

Two  cases  I  traced  to  sewage  gas  arising  from  defective  drains,  the  defects 
in  which  were  promptly  remedied. 

The  other  three  registered  as  typhoid  could  not  be  traced  to  any  unsanitary 
condition.

SANITAET  WOEK. 


SECTION  I. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  THE  ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES  IN¬ 
JURIOUS  TO  HEALTH. 


My  predecessor,  Dr.  Spear,  divided  the  town,  for  the  purposes  of  sanitary 
administration,  into  districts  and  sub-districts,  as  detailed  in  his  report  for 
the  year  1876.  In  the  years  following  he  gave  tabular  statements  of  the 
improvements  etfected,  and  nuisances  abated  under  statutory  notices,  in  each 
of  the  districts,  thus  giving  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  requirements  of 
each  locality.  This  record  I  continue.  Inspections  of  the  various  districts 
have  been  carefully  made :  where  necessary  house  to  house  visitations  have 
been  paid  and  sanitary  alterations  carried  out,  but  notwithstanding  the  pro¬ 
gress  made  during  the  last  few  years  in  improving  the  Sanitary  condition  of 
the  town,  I  find  there  still  remains  room  for  work  in  this  direction. 

The  greatest  nuisance,  and  that  most  injurious  to  health,  arises  from  the 
old  privy  and  midden  system,  this  being  worst  in  cases  of  tenemented  property, 
the  high  water-rate  almost  excluding  the  substitution  of  water-closets.  This 
difficulty  is  being  gradually  overcome  by  the  adoption  of  Fowler’s  water- 
closet,  where  slop-water,  &c.,  takes  the  place  of  the  cistern  water. 

In  many  parts  of  the  town  I  found,  in  my  visitation,  ash-pits  so  situated 
that  the  contents  had  to  be  wheeled  through  the  passages  of  houses,  a  most 
objectionable  state  of  affairs.  This  has  to  a  great  extent  been  remedied  by 
the  removal  of  the  ash-pits,  and  the  substitution  of  water-closets. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  nuisances,  requiring  the  execution  of 
structural  works,  or  the  permanent  closure  of  dwellings,  for  their  abatement, 
for  which  statutory  notices  were  issued  during  the  year :  such  nuisances  being 
classified  according  to  the  sanitary  districts  in  which  they  were  found  to  exist.

SECTION  II. 

ADVICE  TO  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 


Nuisances  requiring  for  their  abatement  structural  alteration  continue  to 
be  referred  to  a  sub-sanitary  committee,  which  visits  the  locality  complained  of, 
and  takes  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  case. 
I  give  a  list  of  the  nuisances  so  dealt  with  in  the  foregoing  tables. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — Infectious  cases  are  still  accommodated  in  a 
building  rented  from  the  Poor-Law  Guardians.  Steps  have  been  taken  to 
erect  a  more  commodious  hospital. 

Payinu  of  Streets  and  Lanes,  Ventilation  of  Sewers,  &c. — The 
Borough  Surveyor  reports  that  during  the  year  seventeen  streets  and  lanes 
have  been  paved  and  channelled,  and  thirty -nine  ventilators  have  been  attached 
to  the  sewers  of  the  district. 


SECTION  III. 

DEPARTMENTAL  WORK. 


Action  on  Receiving  Information  of  the  Outbreak  of  any  Infectious 
Disease  (Article  6). — I  have  been  most  particular  in  my  attention  to  the 
duties  imposed  by  this  article.  Every  house  in  which  infectious  disease  has 
been  ascertained  to  exist  has  been  at  once  visited  by  me  and  disinfected,  to¬ 
gether  with  other  necessary  precautions  been  carried  out.  Any  sanitary 
defect  from  which  the  disease  may  have  originated  has  been  remedied.  The 
details  of  the  work  done  under  this  article  are  given  at  Table  II. 

Nuisances  and  Overcrowding  (Article  7). — Notices  served  and  action 
taken  under  this  article  is  given  at  Table  I. 

Food  Supply  (Article  8). — The  amount  and  kind  of  food  destroyed  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption  is  given  at  Table  III. 

Proceedings  under  Bye-Laws  of  Sanitary  Authority  and  under 
Statutory  Provisions  affecting  Trades. — The  lodging  houses  have  on 
the  whole  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  slaughter  houses  and 
bake  houses  have  been  kept  under  supervision,  and  the  regulations  regarding 
them  strictly  observed.  Several  complaints  of  the  escape  of  noxious  gasses 
from  the  chemical  works  have  been  made,  and  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Government  Inspector.
